Ono half ot the difficulties in making 
good butter is the care of the milk, and 
not in tho mode of churninir, says a 
writer. Fi.oin the time the milk is 
drawn from tho cow until the cream is 
ready tO;- b8y,i used, ^ the strictest care 
should be exercised in keeping it clean 
and free from exposure to odors. 

In setting the mi'k for cream it 
should be borne in mind that the jians 
should not he covered, but remain open, 
in order that the air niay have free ac- 
cess. Any ])article8 of milk remaining 
in the pans from previous setting aSect 
the new milk, and it is best to allow 
them to air out of doors also. 

WUen butter is kept in tubs or 
earthen vessels it must bo jiacked as 
clo.iely aa possible, says a contempor- 
ary, and no intoraiines or vacant spaces 
left, for the butter quickly spoils 
around these interstices, and the evil 
spreads through the* whole tub. In 
largo establishments it ia cOtiSidered es- 
sential that a tub be filled with butter 
made all in one day. 

Tho milch cow sliould be gentle, 
milk easily and give a fair flow of milk 
anil hold out well. A cow that does not 
posciHs^j each one of these virtues is not 
a suitable animal to be kept long on the. 
farm. ICicking and restless cows and 
cows which milk hard are nuisances 
and trying on the tempi-r, and there is 
no call to keep them that their species 
may be propagated. 

A calf will thrive ou .milk after tho 
cream has been taken off. It is better 
fed to them sweet and warm. The cold 
milk taken from a creamery is not 
t!Ooil. It chills the sioiiiach and draws 
from the vitality of tiie animal to 
warm it up— or in other words, to be 
more scientific, it ubos' up the carbon 
and depletes the body of just so much, 
to perform a work which can be done 
better and cheaper by a wood or coal 
fire than by tho food eaton by tho 
aforesaid calf. The milk Imti to be 
warmed fiefore it can be digested, and 
to warm it makes t^e blood so much 
short of life giving force.

SnfTice it lo-say that while British tngs lie 
idle for wAnt^of patronage Amerionn tugs 
are busily employed in towing vessels to 
and from British porta iu British waters. 
'J'nlja the iuHtiiuco of the Flora P. StafTord 
wliich was towt'd from V'iotorin past Nuuai- 
luo nuii paiit VancouYer to Port Moody! 
This iti the uiost ilagrnut occurrouce of the 
kind that has coniu to the knowledge of the 
pnlilio. Various remedies have been aug- 
g^lS— the most feasible of which would 
appear to be to make Victoria the only port 
of entVy. !f his ooiixse' would preTent any 
foreigutov boat-going beyond this port and 
would throw the entire towage.buaiaeis 
into. th'O bknds of British boats. The Na - 
naimo Free Press hotly oondeinna the 
proposition na uianifautiiif; a deairo on the 
pait of Victoria to niniiopDlize and 
u|>grandi£0 the entire shipping trade of 
the province. This is an extreme view 
of the oiee; but suppoaiug it to be true, 
would it net be nioro in keeping with 
what, niay] be termed "eternal fitneai" 
than to allow foreign lug ownors to oou- 
tinuo to monopolize and aggrsndizo busi- 
ness that rightfully belong* to this Brit- 
i«h province? Surely, the province would 
bo mure advantaged by the employment 
of veaaela owned by its citizen) than if 
the earnings went to the American aide. 
The Free Press writes as if the local tugs 
were entirely owned at Yictoria. Thii is 
palpably incorrect, several citizens of 
Naiiainio owning shares in the tugs that 
do business in iiritish Oolumbia waters. 
But even if this were not the case, it ia a 
well worn axiom that it ia the duty of a 
Kovernmont to oouault the interesta of 
their own subjects before studying the 
convenience of foreigners. An applica- 
tion of the rule to the towing busincaa 
would bo gladly welcomed by all classes 
and sections in this province. 

SiTTiiid 'ion B'uiLDiNO BOOM. 

The Vancouver Herald is ouo of the very 
best exchanges that come to this office. On 
many points wo are at variance with the 
Herald; but that fact does not prevent ua 
bearing testimony to its ability. During 
the "boom" that raged at Vancouver before 
the fire took ths ambitious little city in hand 
and boomed it out of existence the Herald 
always pursued a modeat and moderate 
coarse and not infrequently warned speoa- 
latora that there was saoh a thin^ as a 
settlement' diiy.' Oh' Sattuday hating heud 
that a syndicate of eastern men were abont 
to purohaae real estate at Vancoaver and 
put up a great many substantial buildings 
the Hurald took a very sensible stand. It 
pointed out that the great want of the 
country at this time is not buildings, but 
development. Hiinks th« nyndiont* 

should first invest their capital in opening 
the varied industrial reaonrces of the prov- 
ince, When that has been done and a 
permanent, population are seeking homes 
will beHlie'timo to talk of a building boom 
at y|uiooaver. What would be the use of 
hoTues withpnt,, population ; or, giran 
the population, what would the 
people find to turn their hands 
to and how could rents be paid if 
employment was not provided I A build- 
ing boom ia the very lust thing to be de- 
sired in tho prosenl condition of atfsiri 
ut Vancouver. In faot, there can be no 
boom without a reaction, A boom is 
generally short-lived; but tho diaastera 
tliat ilow from it often extend through a 
long period of years. Meat people never 
rucovor from the effect} of an nltsr-ool- 
lapse. Witile property is high they are 
tempted to invest, beyond their meana; 
u.nd when settlement day cornea they are 
irretrievably, ruined. > The ^.object of all 
syndicates should be the encouragement 
of legitimate enterprises that unlock and 
set in motion tho natural resource* of a 
country. That ia the key to prosperity — 
to p.rcatiJ08s. A syndicate for the erec- 
tion of buildings wiU be a good thing 
wheu building! are heeded. But just 
now there are bnildinga auffiolent for the 
demand. '

The New York Sun iu roforriug to the 
recent seizures of tho Llrltiah aealarn by 
the U. S. S. Corwiii nay-s: Outside tha 
seal islands the Aluaka Company holds no 
exclusive rights nor franchises from the 
government, nor does it pay rent or roy- 
alty to tho government on fiio territory it 
occupies or tho furs it procures from tho 
natives. It has no rigbti over othor 
citizens or companius of citizens who may 
desire to trade in competition with it 
Yet it is a positive fait that this company 
has been aided by the Treasury and Rev- 
enue Marine in suppreasing rival traders. 
Under inttructiona from the Treasury, 
revenue cruisura bonnl and exaniiiui every 
trading veeaul sighted in Bdhriiig son or 
on tho northwest const of Alaska, except 
veeaeis of tlio Aluaka oompany. If h pre- 
text can lie found fur tho detention 
and search tof a'-Vyessal, an 
olhcur is placed on board 
with inslructiona to lake hor to Oonalaska. 
There tho cargo ia diacharged and thu 
cliancoa are th.it the vessel will ba aei,t 
down ti San Fraiiuisuo with charges 
against her of having half a dozen breech- 
loading rillea ([lut on board for the pro- 
tection of tho crew) on board, or' some 
equally unreaaonabia pretext will be found 
for breaking up the voyagti, Arrived at 
San Francisco the vrsjel is turnnd over 
to the United Staioa uinrslial, detained 
by him a few weeks, and then rek'-.sod tj 
the owners, the Uu<tdd States ut.oruey 
fur the district dooiding that there is nu 
case warrai'tiog trial ' for ' condemnation. 
The owneis not their vessel and cargo, 
both deprociut-jd in vakio, nnd lone all 
cott of a voyiiiii) to tilo north Thoy do 
not fuel like try iiig a voyafio in tho fol- 
lowing year, probably to luei t tlie (luno 
penalty. Thoy pocket their lo.ia, fur 
whicn they have no rediuaa, and rolire 
from trade.

Fifteen years ago U. J.Iiraud, of this 
cily assisted his father -iii-lnw, .'Mr. Thoss, 
now decouaed, to open up a c(uai l^ luiiie in 
Calaveras county, The vi-iu was a strong 
one, remarkably v;b\l deliiiod, and on tlio 
surface was rich, yiel(liii!{ as hi.ijh as S'2lO 
per ton. They erected a uiill antl expoudt-d 
eonsiderablo money iu (itting u|) a ]iluut for 
perniauent working. After Hinking down 
to a cousiderablo depth aud taking out a 
number of tlioiisands of dollars the lodRO 
began to oliango from heavily suliihuretted 
ore to white barren fpiartz. The Ualgo 
pitched to tho east, anit, according to tbo 
laiuiiig rule, tho pay chute should hnvo 
pitched north. 

Suppualiig they had pjoiie thmiii^h the 
south corner of the chute instead of drift- 
ing north, they sank a shaft further up 
the hill, northward. Here they found no 
ore, and after spenctine consiilorahla 
money thoy started another shaft sldl 
further north, and with tho samo result as 
before. Finally, after prospecting for 
nearly two ycara, they wore obliged t i 
a*^ and n their ( n erpriae Mr Thost bad 
expended ii larly $;i5,000 and Mr. Brand 
had spent all th<] money he had, nnd be- 
sides had worked like a slave for two yuai s, 
Mr. Thoaa's property was sold at sherifl'tt 
salo, and the f.tinily wiia broken up au 
far as thoir financial uiF.«ira wore con- 
cerned. 

For twelve years tha mine lay unclaim- 
ed and WHS considered worth'e j.
